Members of borough council, at their regu­ 
lar March meeting in the council chambers at 
the engine house Monday, night, adopted the 
recommendation of Councilman John I). Teeter, 
second ward, directing that an ordinance he pre­ 
pared ordaining Center square as LINCOLN 
SQUARE.

I read it. ordered many more and 
gave them away. and often pick it 
up to read again. It was the publi­ 
cation of an address give to a group 
of Yale University students. April 
30th, 1913. 
Tile theme of this inspiring little 
book was to live one day at a time 
"in riav-tighf comixirtments,” and 
he 
quotes 
from 
Thomas Carlyle 
w here he wrote: ‘ Our main business 
is not to see what lies dimly at a 
distance, but to do what lies clearly 
at hand" 
In this brief discourse Dr Osier 
advocates shutting out the yester­ 
day1 and then to “shut off, with a 
metal curtain, the future—the un­ 
born tomorrows Then you are safe 
for today!" All through that talk he 
admonishes for cleanliness of mind 
and healthy habits that the body 
may serve to its utmost He referred 
to Walt Whitman, whose physician 
he was. and tells of a time when he 
visited lpm at Camden, the poet 
looked from the window and noted 
workmen 
passing and exclaimed: 
“Ah, the glory of the day’s work. 
whether with hand or brainV"
